NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27th February 1973 

No. 1 / 18 / 72 .AP .—The President is pleased to constitute an Advi.sory Com¬ 
mittee to be associated with the Minister of Home Affairs in the administration 
of the Union territory of Arunachal Pradesh in respect of matters specified in 
para 3 herein below;— 

2 . The Committee shall consist of:— 

(I) the Administrator for Arunachal Pradesh; 

(ii) the members of Parliament representing Arunachal Pradesh; and 

(iii) five Counsellors appointed by the Administrator under section 18(1) 

of the North-East Frontier Agency (Administration) Supplementary 
Regulation, 1971, as adapted by the North-Eastern Areas (Re¬ 
organisation) (Arunachal Pradesh) Adaptation of Laws Order, 1972. 

3, The Advisory Committee will be consulted in regard to— 

(i) general questions of policy relating to the administration of the territory 
in the State field; 

(II) all legislative proposals concerning the territory in regard to matters in 

the State list; 
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(ill) such matters relating to the annual financial statement of the Union in 
so far as it concerns the territory and such other financial questions 
as may be specified in the rules prescribed by the President; and 
(iv) any other matter on which it may be considered necessary or desirable 
by the Minister of Home Affairs that the Advisory Committee should 
be consulted. 

4. Subject to the discretion of the Minister of Home Affairs or the Minister 
presiding over a meeting, to refuse in the public interest to give information 
or to allow discus.sion on any matter, the members of the Advisory Committee 
will have the right in regard to interpellations analogous to and under similar 
limitations as those of members of a State Legislature. 

5. The Advisory Committee shall meet at intervals of not more than six months. 

6. The Minister of Home Affairs or in his absence a Minister of State in the 
Ministry of Home Affairs will preside at the meetings of the Advisory Comrnittee. 

7. The conduct of business of the Advisory Committee shall be regulated by 
such rules of procedure as may be framed by the Minister of Home Affairs in 
consultation with the Advisory Committee, 

8. The office of a member of the Advisory Committee shall be honorary and 
shall not carry any salary or remuneration but the members will be entitled to 
travelling allowance and daily allowance in respect of Journoys/halts in connec¬ 
tion with the meetings of the Committee in accordance with general or special 
orders issued by the Government of India from time to time in this regard.
